Another Ex-Senator Called to 
His Long Home. 

HIS DEATH A PEACEFUL ONE. 



He Partly Arranges His Own Funeral 
Wkich Will Take Plaee la Indianapolis 
oa Wednesday Afternoon — Last Honrs 

of Hill Kit-iilfiil l.lff. 

Indianapolis. June 22.— Ex-Senator 
McDonald die l last night at U-M, ap- 
parently without tiahi and after having 
lain in a semi-conscious condition for 
tliiee hours preceding his demise. Karly 
yesterday morning he bec-ame convinced 
that the end was near, and calling Mrs. 
McDonald to his bedside he gave a few 
simple directions regarding his funeral. 

Dr. Runnels came in at that momeut 
and the patient told him that he did not 
feel as well as on the previous day and 
that he had made up his mind that it 
was not worth while to make fnrther 
effort to save him. He said that he was 
conscious of the fact that everything 
possible had been done for him. but it 
was equally clear tliat all remedies had 
failed and that he was gradually sink- 
ingunder his disease. 

The physician then gave him a candid 
statsoMnt of his condition, saying that 
it was impossible to relieve him, and 
that he had determined not to give him 
any more medidne or food, as his 
stomach was too weak, and tha vomit- 
ing that invariably resulted only re- 
dooed his strength. Aa eiamiaation 
showed that tke patient was even in a 
worse uonditioa than had been supposed, 
as his vomiting dearly indicated that 
the sfeomaoa waa throwing off jmse and 
Uood, the ibst evidence of the find that 
had been notleed and a symptom that 
indicated tlwt the end was near. 

He then asksd that the pastor aad the 
ddecs be seat tor, that he might partake 
of the sacrament before he died. Rev. 
Hainea, of the First Presbyterian 
ohoreh, and tiie elders of the Second 
ehureh were snnuttoaed andthesacra- 
ment was administered, Mr. McDonald 
receiving it v^ile sitthig up in be<l. 
laimediMsly after taUag ue sacrament 
ha fMl into a semi-oomanMe state, ftwi 
wfakh ha was aroused but oooe or 
twke duatag the evening. 

At S o'etoek Dr. Runnells called and 
fband him apparentlv sleeping, but 
when aronaed be faikd to reoogaise him. 
The family waa notified that death 
mi^t oocw at any Bioment, and Mrs. 
M<3kiaald, Maloomb, his son; J. B. 
Caldwell, his son-in-law. and W. D. 
Keer, a half brother, gathered around 
the bisd. Seveeal attenfite were madeto 
ronsa him, bat his attention ooald be 
held only for a moment and nothing 
eoidd be elicited from him but yee or 
ao in answer to ouastiona. 

JLt 8 o^alock bis breattdag became hv 
regular . tite respiratioBS becoming far- 
ther aod further apart uatil life waa ez- 
tlaet, his daath beby so peaeefnl that it 
was soate moments before his assembled 
relatives oould realise that the end had 
indeed ooma. Though prepared for the 
event by the knowiedge for several days 
that his illness maat terraiaate faully, 
Mra. MfiQoaald is grsatty prostrated 
over her usi. 

1h«j fnneral has been fixed/ for 8 
o'clock Wednesday, but beyond this no 
arrangements have been perfected. 
Tekjmuns are being sent to all parts of 
the Union notifying friends of his death 
and the date of the fnneral.

Mervln Kaka Balng Tried for KardoK 

TuT-i... .1.1,1' •.2,— I'od.iy in the 
court of common jile.is of Sem-ca county 
was l»'gnn the trial of a lUiui iiccu.setl of 
murder, whose desperate career liince 
boylKXKl and the dramatic cireniD- 
btances connected with his apprehension 
for the crime with which he now stands 
charged, attracted the attention of the 
entire country six months ago. 

On the morning of Nov. 17. 1890, the 
body of a man dressed in ordinary garb 
was found in a back alley iu a remote 
seotion nf the city of Fostoria. A bullet 
wonnd was found in his right ten^^. 
For more than a week the coroner vwn- 
ly endeavored to fix upon his identity. 

Photographs of the b«ily were taken, 
and copies of these appeared iu panerd 
throughout the conut^. Finally, Nov. 
25 there appeared before the coroner, 
at Fostoria. a young, slender, but wiry 
and rather handsome fellow, an entire 
«itranget, who positively identified the 
corpse as that of William Cuupean, a 
friend of his, whose home was in Mon- 
roe, Mich., and from whom be had part- 
ed at Marion, O. , on the morning of the 
dayofkis murder. The idennflcation 
was complete, but upon close question- 
ing, the witness began to manifest a 
nervousness that created suspicion. 

Finally he asked pennisnon to retire 
to the rear yard, whence he was accom- 
panied by an (^cer. No sooner had the 
witness passed out the door than he 
vaulted over the back fence aad waa 
gone. It developed during his uncom- 
pleted examiiuition tiiat he bad a wife 
temporarily sojourning at ProsplDt. 
ManoB county, and shewasflent for ana 
placed upon the stand. 

The girl, who is now known to fame 
as Delia Bird, proved an imwiUbigbnt 
good witness, aad from her it waa 
learned that the man who had so neatiy 
slipped through the fingers of the ofB- 
cers was the noted Induuia and Ohio 
horse thief and all-around desperado, 
Marvin Knhas, aad almost beyond a 
doubt the murderer of William Cam- 
peau. 

The giri was not his wife, but his 
mistarees. She has since been hdd In 
the Tiflin jail as a witassa. 

When Kuhns left Foatoria he went to 
Fort Wayne, Ind. Here he was recognised 
and aposae of officers started in pursuit. 
A portion of theposse, composed of 
Deputy Sheriff WUkinson, of Allen 
county, and Officer Kennrily, of the 
Fort Wayne police fwoe, overtook him 
near the village of Cherubusco. 

Kuhns luM as his companion one 
Weeee, who has since been sent to the 
penitentiary for his partioipation in tha 
ensuing affray. 

Iminediately upon the summons to 
surrender, Kuhns and hia companion 
opened fire, and « lesperate duel ensued. 

Kuhns was shot no less than seven 
times, at least three of the wounds beiag 
deemed necessarily fatal.

Senator Blackburn on the New Oon- 

Btitution. 
Senator Blackburn has been inter- 
viewed by a Louisville Post corresi>oud- 
ent on the new Constitution and here is 
his reply: "I came home from Wasldng- 
ton sharing some of the prejudice against 
the work which existed at the time, and 
whicli I caiii;ht by rctl( < tiiin. When the 
instrument was tinully submitted I got a 
copy and read it carefully In the shade of 
my own vine and 11^ tree. I know td' 
only one crucial test to be applied to it, 
and that is to run it up llkets ledger w Itii 

a <le})it and crcclit side, ]>ntthiu' :ill of the 
good things in one column and all ul the 
objectionable features in another, and 
then balance accounts. If there is more 
on the debit si<le reject it ; if on the credit 
side accept it. Tliat is the test I applied 
and I found a good balance to the credit 
of the instrument, and I think the peo- 
ple will do well to adojit it. There are 
provisions in it that I would strike out if 
I had the power, but take it up one side 
and down the other and it i.s siiiiei lor to 
the one we are living under. There is a 
large number of good things in it, but 
the one which perhaps more than any 
otiier commends itself to me is the open 
-clause by means of which the objectional 
matter may be eliminated and other 
features injected into it. So that we 
may never need to call another conven- 
tion."

Two Xfltuckiana Pay $90()AMr«BoK 
Of Sawdost. 

The " green goods " racket is an old 
bait, but it is very effective still in roping 
in " suckers." 

The I>^uisville Times says two well- 
known and influential citisens of Ken- 
tucky, who reside within fifty miles of 
that city, were recently oau>:I it by this 
swindle for the snug sum of $U00. They 
deserve no sympathy. The Times says : 
" Both men are in comfortable circum- 
stances and are engaged in a business 
which would readily enable them to dis- 
pose of counterfeit money. All the facts 
were communicated to Government De- 
tective M. G. Bauer, who out of sympathy 
for the unfortunates, agreed not to give 
their names to the public. 

"The story does not differ in the least 
from similar ones published from time to 
time. ' The two Kentnckiaaa received 
circulars accoinpaiiied by sample two- 
dollar bills. The samples were repre- 
sented as oounterfeit, though they were 
undoubtedly genuine Treasury notes. 
The circulars related that by coming to 
New York, $8,000 Worth of snob bills 
could be obtained for $<)00. 

"The two victims packed their grips and 
hastened to New York. Here the green 
goods swindlers were soon found, and 
more green bills shown as samples of the 
counterfeit in which they dealt. To show 
how perfect the counteiieit was a bank 
was visited by the swindlers and vlctimn 
and several of the bills exchanged forgold 
and silver. This satisfied the victims and 
they were eager to reach some retired 
place where the purchase ceuld be made. 
When a suitable room was found, the 
|6,00O worth of money to be sold was 
carefully counted out, placed in a box 
and closely sealed. While the $900 was 
being paid over another box must have 
}een substituted for the one containing 
the supposed bogus bills. 

" The greedy Kentuckians, after getting 
possession of the coveted box, left the 
city aa quickly as possible. At Philadel- 
phia they determined to examine their 
treasure, when behold, as the box was 
opened it was found to contain nothing 

butsawdiist. The two victiiiis letnriied 
to New York but, of course, cuuld find no 
traoe of the swindlen. Upon returning 
to Louisville one of the men came to 
Captiiin Huuer and asked what reward 
would be paid for capturing counterfeit* 
ere. Though the man was well dressed 
and bore every eviden(;e of being a gen- 
tleman, Ca])tain Bauer felt satisfied he 
lad attempted to purchase counterfeit 
money. Captain Bauer flatly accused him 
and the visitor at first denied, but finally 
told the whole story. Ue begged so 
piteouelyfor mercy tiiat Captain Bauer 
finally consented not to give his name to 
the newspapers. ^ 

"The country is now being more coni- 
jiletely flooded with green goods circulars 
than ever before. In this instance the 
swindlers secured tOOO, and were put to 
the expense of sending out four good 
dollare, four cents in stamps, and were 
obliged to pay a few dollars for preparing 
the circulars. There are doubtless many 
victims who never tell their tales of woe. 

It is aHtoiii><liiiii,' the number of 
prominent citizens to whom these circu- 
ars are forwarded. The swindlers do not 
send out their circulars at random. Sel- 
dom is a circular received by any man 
who is not rated highly in the reports of 
the commercial agents."
